GENERAL DEFINITIONS 


Resident of Canada means a person who has actually resided in 
any part of Canada other than Ontario for a period of seven months 
during the 12 months immediately preceding the time that his resi- 
dence becomes material under the Fishery Regulations. 

Resident of Ontario means a person who has actually resided in 
Ontario for a period of seven months during the 12 months immedi- 
ately preceding the time that his residence becomes material under 
the Fishery Regulations. 

Non-Resident means a person who is not a resident of Ontario or 
a resident of Canada. 

A holder of a Quebec angling permit, either resident or non-resi- 
dent, is deemed to be a resident of Ontario when angling in-the 
waters of Division 12, and Clarice Lake, Labyrinth Lake and Raven 
Lake in Division 19. 

A Canadian resident and a non-resident must have a licence to 
angie in Ontario. 

he Canadian resident angling licence and the non-resident an- 
gling licence are valid for the entire season. 

The non-resident four day licence is valid only for the four consec- 
utive days shown on the licence. 

It is an offence if an issuer fails to complete a licence or if an an- 
gler uses a licence which has not been fully completed at the time of 
purchase. 


A non-resident or a Canadian resident under the age of seventeen 

“hehe may angle without a licence if he is accompanied by a mem- 

er of his family who has a licence, but the fish which he takes 
shall be a part of the catch limit of the holder of the licence. 

A non-resident organized camp licence is available to groups of 
at least five boys or girls under the age of seventeen when accom- 
panied by an adult in charge. The fee for the camp licence is $2.00 
per person excluding adults who are required to have a Canadian 
resident angling licence or a non-resident angling licence. 

A licence is not transferable and must not be loaned to any other 
person. 

An angler must have his licence on his person when fishing. 

No person shall refuse to produce and show his licence to an offi- 
cer.

LOST ANGLING LICENCES 


Non-residents whose licences were lost, stolen or destroyed can 
obtain a duplicate licence by writing for an Application for Search 
form to Wildlife Surveys and Records, Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources, Whitney Block, Queen’s Park, Toronto, Ont. M7A 1W3. 
There is a fee of $5.00 for this service. 


GENERAL RESTRICTIONS AND 
PROHIBITIONS 


Smallmouth and largemouth bass, muskellunge, brook trout, 
brown trout, rainbow trout and Atlantic salmon may not be taken by 
any means except angling. 

Angling means taking or attempting to take fish by means of a 
hook and line, and includes casting and trolling, provided the person 
is tending the line. 

A fishing line or lure must not have more than four hooks, except 
where an artificial lure is used, three hooks in a gang are deemed to 
be one hook. 

Angling, or taking fish by any means, is not permitted in any fish 
sanctuary. 

Unbaited hooks must not be used to take fish, except in the case 
of artificial lures used for casting or trolling. 

It is not permissible to angle within twenty-five metres of a pound 
net or within twenty-five metres downstream from the lower entrance 
to any fishway, canal, obstacle or leap. When fishing, one line only is 
sabe except when eng ig HKGUOn the ice. (See Winter Fishing 

elow) The lone exception is Division 29 where one line only is per- 
mitted at all times. 
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SNAGGING FISH 
IT IS ILLEGAL TO FISH FOR, ATTEMPT TO FISH FOR, 
CATCH OR KILL A FISH WITH A HOOK OR HOOKS OF ANY 


INSTRUMENT MANIPULATED IN SUCH A MANNER AS TO 
PIERCE OR HOOK A FISH IN ANY PART OF THE BODY 
OTHER THAN THE MOUTH. 


Snagged Fish Must Be Released 


Every person who catches any fish, the catching, taking, or 
retaining of which is contrary to the Ontario Fishery Regula- 
tions, shall immediately return such fish to the water from 
which it was taken. 

No person shall have a spear in his possession on or within thirty 
metres of the edge of any river, lake or stream, except as outlined 
above in “Other means of Fishing”. 

The use of a spear gun for the taking of fish is prohibited. 

Artificial lights must not be used for taking fish. 

Dynamite or other explosive material must not be used for taking 
or destroying fish. 

A gaff may be used to land fish which have been taken by angling, 
but it is an offence to fish with or be in possession of a spring gaff, a 
baited or unbaited snagger, or a snare capable of taking fish on or 
within thirty metres of any waters. 

Any fish which is suitable for food must not be destroyed or per- 
mitted to spoil. 


WINTER FISHING 
The usual regulations that pertain to angling apply when fishing 
through ice. In addition when angling through ice no person shall, 
(a) angle with more than two lines except in division 29 where one 
line only is permitted, and in Labyrinth Lake where five (5) lines 


are permitted. 
(b) be more than 60 metres removed from any line with which he is 
angling; 
(c) annie other than a clear and unobstructed view of any line 
with which he is angling. 
A fisherman may use a tip-up for ice fishing provided he remains 
in attendance on it. 


FISHING HUTS 
All fish huts used on Lake Temagami, Lake Manitou and Lake 

Timiskaming and waters south of and including the French and Mat- 

tawa Rivers and Lake Nipissing must be removed before March 

31st. 
All fishing huts used on waters listed below must be removed by 

March 15: 

1) all waters in Divisions 8, 10, and 11; 

the waters of Colpoy Bay, Owen Sound Bay, Lake Scugog, and 

Lake Simcoe; 

3) the waters in the Counties of Prescott and Russell, Leeds and 
Grenville, Stormont, Dundas and Glengarry, and the Regional 
Municipality of Ottawa-Carleton; 

4) and the waters in Sydney, Thurlow, Tyendinaga, Rawdon, 
Huntingdon, Hungerford, Marmora, Madoc, Elzevir, Lake Tu- 
dor, Grimsthorpe, Fredericksburg, Aldophustown, Richmond, 
Camden, Ernestown, Sheffield, Abinger, Percy, Cramahe, Mur- 
ray, Seymour, ert Meal Lavant, Darling, Pakenham, Hinchin- 
brooke, Bedford, Portland, Loughborough, Storrington, Kings- 
ton, Pittsburgh, townships and the area south of Hwy. 7 in Ka- 
ladar, Kinnebec, Olden, and Oso townships. 


REGISTRATION OF FISHING HUTS 
All fishing huts on the following waters must be registered with the 
local district office: 

1) the waters in Divisions 7 and 8. 

2) the following lakes; Couchiching, Simcoe, Puslinch, Nipissing, 
Temagami, Scugog, Timiskaming, Manitou, Muskoka, Joseph, 
Rosseau, Doré, Golden, Muskrat, Round and Clear. 

3) the Trent River south of Lock Number 9. 

Please contact the local district office for further information on these 

and other lakes. 


SALE OF FISH 
The sale, purchase or barter of fish taken by recreational fisher- 
men is prohibited. 


IMPORT AND TRANSFER 

No live fish or spawn may be brought into Ontario, or transferred 
from one body of water to another, without the consent of the Minis- 
ter of Natural Resources. 


BULLFROGS 
For open season, bag limits and licence requirements, please 
contact your local district office. 


OTHER MEANS OF FISHING 


All fishing by means other than angling must be carried out be- 
tween sunrise and sunset except for the taking of smelt, bait-fish, 
herring and whitefish. 

A dip-net used as described below shall not exceed 183 cm by 
183 cm if angular, or 183 cm in diameter if circular. (The use of a 
larger aeons is restricted to the holder of a commercial dip-net |i- 
cence. 

A resident may: 

(1) In the Counties of Elgin, Essex, Kent, Lambton, Middlesex, 
Niagara Regional Municipality, and the former township of 
South Walsingham south of the third concession, City of Nanti- 
coke, towns of Haldimand and Dunnville, all in the Regional 
Municipality of Haldimand-Norfolk, take coarse fish and pike by 
means of a spear or dip-net in the months of March and April. 

(2) In parts of Ontario other than (1) above, take coarse fish by 
means of a spear during April and May, except Counties of 
Bruce, Dufferin, Durham, Huron, Grey, Simcoe and York; Divi- 
sions 6 and 13; the Township of Morrison in Muskoka District 
and the Rideau River between Hog’s Back Dam and the Ot- 
tawa River. 

(3) Take coarse fish by means of a dip-net: 

during the months of March, April and May in any part of 

Ontario except in Divisions 6 and 13 in this summary, that 
art of the Rideau River described in (2) above and the 
hames, Sydenham and Ausable Rivers. 

(4) Take smelt by dip-net day or night during the months of March, 
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April and May in any part of Ontario except Algonquin Park; Pe- 
terborough and Victoria Counties; the parts of Northumberland 
County and the Regional Municipality of Durham lying north of 
Lake Ontario (excluding Lake Simcoe and its tributaries); the 
Trent River; Dalrymple (Mud) Lake in Simcoe County; and the 
Rideau River between Hog’s Back Dam and the Ottawa River. 

(5) Use a bow and arrow to take coarse fish during March and 
April and take carp from May 1st to June 15th, both inclusive, in 
the areas mentioned in (1) above and, in the counties of Brant, 
Halton, Huron, Oxford, Perth, Waterloo and Wellington and the 
Regional Municipalities of Hamilton-Wentworth and Niagara 
and Orr Lake in the county of Simcoe. 

(6) Use a bow and arrow to take carp and suckers during May, 
June and July in the St. Lawrence River including Lake St. 
Lawrence and Lake St. Francis; Lake Ontario east of 78° in- 
cluding the Bay of Quinte and the North Channel; and the Ot- 
tawa River downstream from the Chaudiére Bridge. 

(7) Use a bow and arrow to take coarse fish during daylight hours 
from May 1 to June 15 in: Gore Bay, Walkhouse Bay, Straw- 
berry Channel, some unnamed bays and parts of the North 
Channel (for detailed descriptions of areas consult district 
office at Espanola (705) 869-1330). 

(8) Note: The use of a dip-net or spear to take coarse fish, smelt 
and pike is prohibited in the Thames, Ausable and Sydenham 
Rivers at anytime. 

A non-resident or a.resident of Canada may obtain a licence to 
take fish by means other than angling which permits: () the taking of 
smelt day or night Suring the months of March, April and May by 
means of a dip-net or seine in the same waters in which smelt may 
be dip-netted by a resident (see (4) above); (ii) the use of a bow and 
arrow to take coarse fish during the same periods and in the same 
waters in which coarse fish may be taken with a bow and arrow by 
a resident (see (5) and (6) above). The licence fee is $5.00. 

A resident must have a resident smelt licence if he wishes to use a 
seine for the taking of smelt. The licence fee is $1.00. 


BAIT-FISH 

Bait-fish means the mudminnow family; the sucker pellet the 
stickleback family; the genus Leucichthys of the whitefish family; the 
darter sub-family; the trout-perch; the sculpin and any member of 
the minnow family except carp and gold-fish. 

Lamprey of any species and at any stage of development must 
not be used for bait. 

An angler may take bait-fish for personal use by means of a dip- 
net which is not more than 92 cm square or 92 cm in diameter, or 
with a bait-fish trap which is not greater than 51 cm in length or 31 
cm in diameter, but he must not have more than fifty bait-fish in his 
possession at one time during the period April 1st to October 14th or 
more than an aggregate weight of 18 Kilograms of bait-fish during 
the period from October 15th to March 31st. 

Live bait-fish must not be released into waters other than those 
from which they were originally taken. 

In certain lakes the use of live bait-fish is prohibited (See Sched- 
ule XIV of the Ontario Fishery Regulations.) 

Bait-fish may not be sold except under the authority of a bait-fish 
dealer's licence. 

No live bait-fish may be brought into Ontario. 

No person shall set a trap for bait-fish that Is not legibly marked 
with the name of the owner. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


CONTAMINANTS IN FISH 

As in many parts of the world the metal mercury has been the prin- 
cipal trace contaminant affecting Ontario fish but tests have also de- 
tected traces of man-made compounds such as DDT, mirex, and po- 
lychlorinated biphenyls (PCB) in some species of fish. 

These contaminants have never been detected in sufficient quan- 
tities to make Ontario waters unsafe for recreational use or as a 
source of treated drinking water. 

Prolonged consumption of contaminated fish can lead to severe 
illness or in the case of mercury contaminated fish to methylmercury 
poisoning. 

Thousands of Ontario’s lakes and rivers have fish that are free 
from all contamination. Others contain fish that are contaminated to 
a small degree while contamination in other waters is restricted to 
larger, more mature fish. 

ince the late 1960s, the Ontario government has been monitor- 
ing fish from selected waters. The Ontario government publishes in- 
formation annually on all lakes monitored to date and this data is 
now available in publications obtainable free of charge from the On- 
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tario Bookstore and from provincial offices. 

Sampling and testing fish from Ontario’s thousands of lakes is a 
big job and not every lake has been surveyed. For further informa- 
tion, write: Ministry of the Environment, Information Services 
Branch, 135 St. Clair Avenue West, Toronto, Ontario, M4V 1P5. 


TAGGED FISH 

In most of Ontario, anglers are apt to catch fish that have been 
tagged by Ministry personnel. Anglers are requested to forward fish 
tags to the nearest district office of the Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources, together with information respecting the kind of fish, its 
length or weight, where caught, and the date.

LICENCE THAT ARE SO SKINNED, CUT OR PACKED THAT 


(A) THE SPECIES OF ANY SUCH FISH CANNOT BE READ- 
ILY IDENTIFIED; 


(B) THE NUMBER OF SUCH FISH CANNOT BE READILY 
IDENTIFIED; 
OR 


(C) THE LENGTH OF SUCH FISH CANNOT BE READILY DE- 
TERMINED WHEN MINIMUM SIZE LIMITS ARE APPLI- 
CABLE. 


THE ABOVE REGULATIONS ALSO APPLY TO ONTARIO 
RESIDENTS TRANSPORTING FISH WITHIN ONTARIO. 


It is suggested that: 
The entire skin is to be left on all fish or fillets being transported. 


lf freezing your catch, wrap and freeze each fish separately 
so they may be readily counted. 


If packing the fish in one bag or box arrange them so that 
they may be readily counted. 


INDIAN RESERVES 
etl is allowed on Indian Reserves only with the permission of 
the Band. 


NATIONAL PARKS 

In the National Parks federal regulations govern the fishing in the 
inland waters only of the park. The National Parks Fishing Regula- 
tions apply in Pukaskwa National Park, Point Pelee National Park 
and on Beausoleil Island in Georgian Bay Islands National Park. For 
este information on the federal parks consult the park superin- 
tendents. 


OPENING DATES FOR FISHING 

Many opening dates have been established in the Regulations as 
the first, second, third or last Saturday of the month in question. This 
provides a Saturday opening date that is predictable years in ad- 
vance. (See Open Season Guide). 


TRESPASS 


A fishing licence does not give any angler the right to trespass 
on private property without the owner’s permission. 


FIREARMS 
Throughout Ontario from the southerly borders of the Districts of 
Muskoka and Nipissing northwards the possession of firearms is 
rima facie evidence of hunting all year. Do not take firearms on 
ishing, hunting or camping trips unless you have a hunting licence. 
No hunting licences are valid during July and August in the above 
areas.

FUTURE FISH MANAGEMENT 
IN ONTARIO 


Ontario has more lakes and streams than any comparable ju- 
risdiction in the world—more than 250,000 lakes, unknown miles 
of rivers and streams and 34,000 square miles of Great Lakes. 
More then 140 species of fish inhabit these waters. 

Fishing in Ontario is enjoyed annually by about three million 
residents and 700,000 non-residents. It provides millions of dol- 
lars to local economies and creates tens of thousands of jobs. 

Fish populations also act as environmental barometers. Man 
depends on the aquatic environment, either directly or indirectly. 
Therefore, the status of our fish communities often reflects the 
quality of the human environment. 

Fish populations in Ontario, like those in other parts of the 
world, have suffered from the degradation of streams and lakes 
and high fishing pressure. 

Protecting the basic productivity of the fish community will be 
the first priority in future management plans which will be based 
on the program Strategic Plan for Ontario Fisheries. During the 
first few years, the emphasis will be: 

to rehabilitate lakes and streams—to increase the available 
habitat and restore and recreate spawning beds in order to 
re-establish and enhance natural reproduction in the fish 
populations; 

to supplement natural reproduction and establish new 
fenng opportunities by doubling the fish stocking capabili- 
ties of the province; 

to institute a province-wide management data information 
network linked by a computerized data delivery system that 
will allow fish managers to respond quickly to problems; 

to develop a new information program that will improve liai- 
son with the public. 

For future generations the Ontario Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources will preserve the fisheries of Northern Ontario and re- 
ne ice possible, the fisheries which have been degraded in 
the South.

COMMERCIAL FISHING 


Ontario yields more freshwater fish then any other province. In 
1980, 46,039,093 Ibs. of smelt, lake whitefish, yellow perch and lake 
herring were caught by the commercial fishery. 


In some areas the commercial fish catch consists mainly of non- 
game species and generally does not interfere with the sport fishery. 


‘It is a legitimate commercial enterprise which is often necessa 
for the management of our fish populations in many of our waterbod- 
ies. 

Despite conflicts between anglers and commercial fishermen it is 


the Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources aim to promote the har- 
monious use of the fishery resource amongst all the users. 


FISH AS BAROMETERS 


Fish have an unexpected value as barometers of the quality of the 
human environment. They are ideal indicators of water quality. 

High levels of a contaminant in fish flesh indicate that the sub- 
stance is present in water and thus a potential threat to humans 
even though the concentration in water might be far too small to 
measure. 

Fish can be compared to the canary in the cage used by miners. 
When the canary succumbed to bad air it was time for the miners to 
leave even though they themselves might not have been aware of 
the problem. 'Contaminants in fish indicate that the human environ- 
ment is deteriorating as well.

FISHERIES ACT 


The Fisheries Act of Canada (Section 31 and parts of 33) is 
designed to protect what the Act describes as ‘fish habitats” 
which are defined as “spawning grounds and nursery, rearing, 
food stp ey and migration areas on which fish depend, directly or 
indirectly, in order to carry out their life process.” 

In other words, the habitats include not only the water in rivers, 
lakes, streams but the total surroundings in which plants and 
other life forms interact to make fish life possible. 

Most people do not automatically recognize the value of fish 
habitat. It is easy to enlist public support to protect a majestic 
river valley or a favorite swimming beach. And yet fish habitats 
are vital assets to Canadians. They represent the bedrock of our 
commercial and recreational fisheries. They are as essential to 
those industries as topsoil is to farming. 

A fish habitat can be wiped out without much visible evidence. 
For example, the eggs of salmon and trout cannot survive just 
anywhere—they must be laid in streams where there is a bed of 
gravel. Take away the gravel and the stream will flow as before 
on the surface, but it will not be a ee stream. Land filling 
and paving over marshes can cut off the flow of nutrients and 
food which fish need for growth. 

A multi-million dollar hydro project can take its toll, but so cana 
poorly-installed culvert on a farm lane crossing a salmon or trout 
stream if it blocks fish migration. 

Among the most common threats posed to fish habitats are 
those associated with: 

— removal of sand or gravel from beaches, riverbanks or stream 
beds, 

— diverting streams, 

— dredging or filling of tidal flats or marsh land, 

— land clearing and some types of road construction, 

— construction of power installations, 

— dyking and stream channelization, 

— building of causeways, wharves, marinas and reservoirs, 

— logging and log storage, 

— pipeline construction, 


The local Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources’ district 
office must be contacted before commencing any work on 
stream or lake shores.

HOW TO RELEASE FISH 

Here are a few simple rules for anglers who wish to release fish so 
that they can be caught again. 

(1) Time is essential. Quickly play and release fish. A fish played 
for too long will be too exhausted to recover. 

(2) Keep the fish in the water as much as possible. Out of water it 
will suffocate. Don’t allow it to flop on the beach or on rocks. Just a 
Ha inches of water under a thrashing fish acts as a protective cush- 
ion. 
(3) Gentle handling is essential. Don’t put your fingers in the gills. 
Do not squeeze small fish; lift them by the lower lip. A net is helpful 
but keep it in the water. 

(4) Remove hooks ave with longnosed pliers. If deeply hooked, 
cut the line and leave the hook in. Do not tear out hooks; they will 
dissolve and not harm the fish. 

(5) To revive unconscious fish hold it upright in the water heading 
upstream. Apply artificial respiration by ald fish forward and 
backward so that water runs through the gills. This may take a few 
minutes. When it begins to struggle release it.

POWERS OF THE CONSERVATION OFFICER 
Enforcement of the fishery laws is primarily the responsibility of 
Ontario’s Conservation icers who are assisted by Deputy 
Conservation Officers, Fishery Officers and Fishery Guardians. 
These Officers have certain powers to effectively enforce the 
appropriate Lagoa legislation. 
The Game and Fish Act permits Conservation Officers and 
Deputy Conservation Officers to:— 
1 (a) Stop, enter and search without warrant any aircraft, 
vehicle and vessel, 
(b) Enter and search any fishing, hunting, mining, lumber 
or construction camp, and 
(c) Open and inspect any trunk, box, bag, parcel or recep- 
tacle if he has reasonable and probable grounds to be- 
lieve fish are possessed in contravention of the Act. 
Arrest, without warrant, any person found committing a con- 
travention of the Act.

{8} determine if the occupants have been fishing or 
b pbtaln information as to the number and species of fish 
taken 


Seize fish and other items used in contravention of the Act.

FISH KILLS 


Extensive fish dieoffs can result from a variety of causes — either 
natural or man-made. Although most reported fish kills occur during 
the summer months, winter fish kills are not uncommon. 

Natural fish kills can be attributed to fluctuations in water quality 
caused by phenomena such as extreme temperature changes, oxy- 
ae depletion resulting from biological decomposition, algal toxins, 

igh water turbidity and gas supersaturation. Fish mortality may also 
be caused by bacterial, viral and parasitic epidemics or may be re- 
lated to Spang: 

Human-related fish kills are generally attributable to the release of 
heated effluents or toxic chemicals from industrial, agricultural, mu- 
nicipal, or other sources. Additionally, the use of pesticides in agri- 
culture and aquatic weed control has caused some extensive mor- 
talities. Fish kills may also result from the manipulation of water 
levels or flow. 

Fish kill investigations are conducted by regional or district per- 
sonnel of the Ministry of the Environment or the Ministry of Natural 
Resources in order to identify causes, suggest remediai measures, 
establish preventative measures and collect evidence for possible 
litigation procedures. 

peed is of utmost importance in the preliminary stages of a suc- 
cessful investigation. As fish decompose rapidly, particularly in 
warm weather, evidence of the kill or the cause of death may be un- 
identifiable within hours. Similarly, in river systems, toxic chemicals 
and fish corpses may travel downstream rendering it difficult to dis- 
cern the cause of the kill. 

Therefore, if you see evidence of an extensive fish kill, report it im- 
mediately to the nearest office of the Ministry of the Environment or 
the Ministry of Natural Resources.

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RIVER ACCESS 


Many of the smaller trout streams in Ontario are located on 
private land and the various owners of the properties have 
paid taxes on the bottom of the stream and the banks for 
many years. 


When such is the case, the property owner can prohibit tres- 
pass on the banks and stream bed, but he does not own the 
water or the fish. 


On larger streams, patented lots may extend to the centre 
line of the stream or to the high water mark on the bank. A 
search of the original deed in the Registrar’s Office would 
be the only way to determine the extent of private 
ownership. 


Navigable streams are generally quite obvious as the public 
has been using them for many years. When a dispute arises, 
it can only be legally settled by the Courts of Ontario.
